Until this 
last week, I, with other members vf ihe 
community, thought the surface-crowd- 
ing in Bombay sin excess of that in 
Hongkong, w ‘hile it has been generally 
stated that the surfacecrowding in 
Bombay was, moreover, in excess 
of any other city in the world, 
During the Jast week, however, an 
Indian journal, published in Bom- 
bay, has heen sent to me, which calls 
attention to the fact that Bombay may 
now relinquish the “bad eminence” 
which she has hitherto held of having 
the most crowded nreas in the world, 
for it is pointed out that whereas no 
acre in Bombay contains more than 660° 
persons, there are to districts in Hong- 
kong which contain over 800. Tt is 
not a question morcover of one or two 
acres only which contain this enormous 
population, but of no less than 50 acres 
in the centre of this City of Victoria, 
each of which contains over 800 per- 
sons. The limit of safety per acre is 
generally looked upon as about 200 per 
sons, so we must regard these districts 
as containing four times as many “people 
as they should do.

feet in a 30-£t, strect! It seems to us 
that had the Sanitary Board advocated 
the Glasgow measurements it would 
have been infinitely better for the future 
of the Colony; and we hope the Go- 
vernment will allow itself to be guided 
by its health experts instead of rushing 
through Jegislation which dovs not 
‘satisfy these experts and cannot have 
an appreciable effect on the healthiness 
of the Colony, By: all means, let the 
Government take immediate powers to 
restrict the superimposing of new storeys 
on old buildings in narrow streets and 
the re-building of high houses on old 
sites ; but lot that be done irrespoctive 
of the sanitary legislation so- necessary 
for the welfare of the. Colony. When 
drastic sanitary legislation is introduced, 
let us have the principles laid down 
that will yield the maximum of benefit ; 
and, above all, let the Government have 
done*with tinkering, comipromising, and
